Tho 
fa.shioimbJe mutilations to which 
the dog has bunn subjectod are three in 
number—oar and tail cropping, and the 
strange operation known as "worm­ 
ing." 
Though the law prohibits the 
performance of the operations which 
lead to these mutilations, yot at least 
two of them are still carried out surrep­ 
titiously, and tho third, "worming," 
may also be practiood. At any rate I 
have seen it done in my young days. It 
and the tail cropping oan boast of a 
venorablo antiquity, and they also had 
thoir raison d'etre in a superstitions be- 
liof in their efficacy in preventing mad­ 
ness or rabies. So long as the time of 
Columella, the Roman writer on agri­ 
culture, the mutilation of tho dog's tail 
was a popul.tr and favorite prooeduro. 
As he tells us in his "Do Re Rustica" 
that tho shepherds believe that if, on 
the fortieth day after the birth of a pup, 
tho last bone of its tail were bitten off, 
the sinew (believed to be a worm) would 
follow tho piece, after this the tail 
would not grow and the dog could not 
become rabid. 


This superstitious notion has prevailed 
for 
ages, and may still be entertained 
in cortain quarters. 
However this may 
be, tho fashion of removing a portion of 
tho tail of many breeds of dogs is quite 
common, and if it is done with a view 
to the prevention of madneBs, it is at 
any rate considered most desirable for 
these animals to have a short, blunt tail, 
because it improves their appearance. 
Homo dogs have scarcely any tail left. 
I have scon grooms and dog fanciers bite 
off 
puppies' tails as a matter of busi- | 
ness, and some of these people have 
shown me a fragment of sinew attached 
to the amputated portion as the "worm 
in the tail." 


it should be noted, in speaking of this 
fashion, that a mongrel dog has been 
termed a "cur" (Latin cartas, or orop-

A few evenings since a New Orleans 
picayune repeater was induced to go 
aboard one of the dozen or more ohar- 
ooal boats which are to be found at the 
head of the new basin canal at all sea­ 
sons of the year. The entire oharcoal 
supply of the city is brought in through 
the canal It is manufactured across the 
lake in the pine woods, where quite an 
industry has sprung up within late years. 
On an average a boat a day arrives at 
the head of the oanaL Here the charcoal 
is transferred to wagons and peddled 
about New Orleans. 


The charooal burners lead a very rough 
Ufa As a usual thing, they have camps 
and are stationed away out in the 
woods, their charooal ofttimes being 
hauled several miles to the hike. The 
man to whom the reporter was talking 
said that there were at some seasons of 
the year as many as 200 men engaged in 
the work. 


"The life of the oharcoal burner is a 
very hearty, sometimes a romantic -life. 
In the winter it is a very pleasant one, 
for then the fires which burn all night 
furnish a cheery spectacle. Every night 
in the winter, when the heaps have all 
been finished and the burning begins, 
the men gather abnnt the fires and cook 
their suppers. Some 000k in their tents 
and camps, but a great deal of the cook­ 
ing is done by the charooal fires. Sweet 
potatoes furnish the greatest diet for 
the charcoal man. These Sre obtained 
from the surrounding country in any 
number, and at night every man roasts 
himself as many as he wants for his sup­ 
per. Frequently they roast enough at 
night to serve for breakfast. Every now 
and then we had an egg roasting. An 
egg roasted in the charcoal is excellent. 
They wrap the eggs in leaves, dig a 
trench in the ground, and, filling it part­ 
ly with burning coals, place thereon a 
thin layer of sand, to retain the heat, 
and in five minutes they are roasted. 


"Fish is cooked often in the same way 
as well as meats of any kind, when we 
are so fortunate as to kill any game. 
The opossum roasted in the ground is 
simply excellent There are many ne­ 
groes in the charcoal bnsinesB, and al­ 
most any night they can be seen dress­ 
ing an opossum, getting it ready for 
baking in the ground. The negroes work 
hard to get their pine burning, and then 
blow up their dogs and hie away to the 
woods, hunting 'de possum.' It is no 
unfrequent thing to have half a dozen 
negroes baking possum about the same 
fire. 


"The fires have to be watched all 
night usually, BO as to insure the pine 
from burning up, and singing, dancing, 
banjo playing and general good cheer 
prevail all night long. 
Some sleep 
while others watch. Strange to say, the 
gambling habit does not prevail in the 
charooal fields to the extent one would 
suppose. Very little of 'crap' shooting 
prevails. 


"The charcoal business is mostly con­ 
ducted by individuals. There are no cor­ 
porations about it The woods are free, 
and the only capital needed is an ax and 
a box of matches. Living is cheap, and 
what, money is made ocmes almost en­ 
tirely as profit 


"After the fires are extinguished and 
the handling of charcoal begins, the 
woods become filled with soot and dust, 
so that the business is necessarily a dirty 
one all the tima But now and then the 
men clean up a bit and go to church. 
Every few weeks some Methodist preach­ 
er visits the camps and stays a day and 
a night The men get all the soot they 
can off their faces, gather about the fires, 
and the preacher gives them a talk. 
There are no churches in the woods of 
coursa Indeed it is 15 or 20 miles to the 
nearest settlement of any size. The pine 
forests are not free eve^ywhe^6 
,, 
, and 
oharcoal burners have to go where they 
can get the material cheapest 


"Do you see that small boat over 
there to the left?" said the oharcoal man, 
pointing to a very flat looking craft, 
upon the stern of which four or five 
dirty little boys were lying in the sun­ 
shine. "That is a boat owned and man­ 
aged by little boys, who come from New 
Orleans. They have their own axes and 
conduct their own business." 


Upon walking on board the little 
craft, the scribe was shown down into a 
kind of hold underneath the boat There, 
sitting in the middle of the craft, was a 
oharcoal furnace, and about the sides of 
the boat were hanging skillets and pans. 
A broken mouthed coffeepot steamed 
upon the furnace, and the boys explain­ 
ed how they did their cooking aboard 
when "dey wuz coming inwidder ohar­ 
coal." The little fellows seemed as 
happy as pigs in the sunshine, and while 
the soot made them look much like ne­ 
groes they were genuine white lads. 
They said that they made pretty good 
money out of their business and loved it 
They told interesting stories of how 
they killed their own meat, caught fish 
from the lake and lived in the woods. 


These little boys had just finished 
selling their cargo and were waiting for 
a tug to carry them out into the laka 


There was an air of oomfort about the 
little charooal fellows, which was pleas­ 
ing. Indeed all the charcoal people were 
found to be kind and aooommodating, 
and many of them possessed of more 
than ordinary intelligence.

LOVERS OF THE WEED. 


A C1B-*> Dealer Gossips About the Pecul­ 
iarities of His Cru tamers. 


A oigar store is a good plaoe to study 
human nature," said the proprietor of a 
well known oigar store to an Indianap­ 
olis News reporter. "Here is perhaps as 
good a plaoe as one can find to study 
men. Among my customers are people 
of all classes, and here are shown many 
traits of character which would not crop 
out in another way perhaps in a year's 
acquaintance with' an individual 


That old fellow you see getting out 
of the carriage across the street will be 
in to see me before he drives back to his 
home. He is a retired South Meridian 
street merchant and has money to throw 
at the birds, but he doesn't throw any of 
it for cigars either, though he smokes as 
many perhaps as any other man in the 
City. I lose money on him right along 
and would refuse to deal with him at 
all if it were not for fear of losing the 
really good trade of his two sons. I more 
than make even off them what I lose on 
his trade. He buys only one grade of 6 
cent goods. He buys only them by the 
hundred, and I generally see his face 
about twice a week, and he generally 
brings back about half the cigars he 
buys and gets credit on a new purchase. 
If a cigar does not burn to suit him, he 
lights another and carefully places the 
discarded one in a box to be returned to 


The brand he smokes is unflavored, 
but he often detects a suspicion of a 
flavor, and whenever this happens the 
particular weed is oonsigned to the 're­ 
turn box,' and is ultimately exchanged 
for a new cigar at my expense. I sup­ 
pose I am to blame for getting myself 
into the position. . It came about in this 
way: He oomplained one day of the last 
box of cigars that he bought, saying they 
were .badly rolled and did not smoke 
welL He said he had thrown half of 
them away. Well, I just gave him a nice 
box and told him that any time any 
cigars he bought were not satisfactory to 
let me know, and I would make it right. 
The next time he came a half dozen had 
been bad, and I made an allowance on 
his purchase. After that be adopted the 
plan of returning the 'bad' ones and has 
done it now for several years. 


"A cigar dealer has to be very cau­ 
tious and diplomatic with some people, 
or he will either let them smoke up all • 
his profit or will drive away trade, 
which, if properly handled, is really 
worth having. There are some people 
who seem to believe that their oigar man 
is under lasting obligations to them for 
BTHOkrng his goods. They expect to be 
rewarded with a box of Havanas every 
third day for buying perhaps a box in a 
month. 'Why, I introduced this oigar to 
the boys at the club,' said one of them 
to me when he thought I was close for 
not making him a' present of a box of 
them. He may have done so, but the 
truth is that I don't sell enough of those 
cigars in a year to afford to give away a 
single box. 


"Then there is the fellow who is a 
regular customer—buys a cigar every 
morning perhaps. He comes in then in 
the evening and tries to buy a f6 pipe 
for f 2 and wants you to give him a ci­ 
gar in the bargain. He is hot a bit slaw 
about asking for the cigar either. 


"I have many ladies among my cus­ 
tomers. There are more ladies in Indi­ 
anapolis who smoke cigarettes than one 
would suppose. Cigarette smoking is not 
confined, as yon may suppose, to the 
women of the demimonde class. I sell 
lots of them to ladies of good families. 
Oh, no. They don't come after them 
themselves, but I often know who the 
messenger boy is buying for. Most fre­ 
quently they send a servant after them, 
and it is not hard in this way to identi­ 
fy the smoker. Then I have another way 
by which I can verify my statement that 
ladies are becoming addicted to the ciga­ 
rette habit I'fcan go to a social gather­ 
ing and pick out from among fifty ladies 
all who smoke. I can tell by their eyes. 
I may miss one, but will never fail to 
strike the smoker, if she has been smok­ 
ing for as long as six months to any 
great excess. The habit gives the eyes a 
peculiar dull, glassy appearance not pro­ 
duced by anything else that is at all 
general." 


Whj the Tombs Were Billed. 
The reporter of the time of Barneses 
IX does not take note of the walking 
delegate, though strikes were numerous 
then among the Theban workmen. As 
laborers were paid in food, the contract­ 
ors were often behind with their sup­ 
plies. Erwin writes that "it is one of 
the acknowledged characteristics of 
modern Egypt that payments can never 
be made without delays; so also in old 
Egypt the same routine seems to have 
been followed out with respect to pay­ 
ments in kind.'' To build or keep the 
tombs and monuments of the dead in 
good order must have required a vast 
number of workmen. 


If they were not paid and were starv­ 
ing, familiarity with the mortal remains 
of the great and the property stored 
away in mummy oases had made these 
workmen indifferent to the idea of there 
being any peculiar kind of sacrilege in - 
committing robbery. That accounts, so 
think many authorities, why so many 
tombs have been rifled. Probably for 
that reason were built those vast masses 
of stone, with narrow passages, BO as to 
guard an entrance from thieves. But 
precautions extending over thousands of 
years are impossible. If the thief of one 
generation was foiled, his descendants* 
were more enterprising or expert, or, 
maybe, curious. Bearing this in mind, 
the more remarkable are the reoent finds 
made by M. de Morgan at Daehonar.
